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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

Applicant's Abstract is objected to as being too long. Applicant is reminded 
of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc.. 

Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 is deemed to be indefinite because the moiety "R 1 s" as set forth in line 
18 of the claim, (counting the chemical formulas as one line each), lacks proper 
antecedent basis in chemical formula 1. Applicant can correct this problem by deleting 
"R 1 s" and inserting therefor -R 1 -. 

Likewise claim 1 is further deemed to be indefinite because the moiety "R 2 s" as 
set forth in line 20 of the claim, (counting the chemical formulas as one line each), lacks 
proper antecedent basis in chemical formula 1 . Applicant can correct this problem by 
deleting "R 2 s" and inserting therefor --R 2 -. 

Claims Free of Prior-Art 

Claim 1 is deemed to be free of any prior-art rejection. The closest piece of prior 
art is deemed to be applicant's cited Japanese Patent No. 48061435 which was cited 
on the European Search Report issued April 3, 2007. Said Japanese Patent No. 
48061435 corresponds to Japanese Patent Document JP-B-1980-31135, that applicant 
describes in sections [0004]-[0005] and [0015] of applicant's specification. The 
Examiner accepts applicant's description and interpretation of the teachings of 
Japanese Patent Document JP-B-1980-31135. As such, the Examiner holds that 
Applicant's claim 1 , is both novel and unobvious, over the disclosure of Japanese 
Patent Document JP-B-1980-31135. 
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Prior-Art Cited But Not Applied
